| biggest controversy over the 
Democratic platform centres on the 
| civil rights plank. It would be a mistake 
to concentrate on the text. The presi- 
dential candidate in effect will write his 
own platform by his speeches and state- 
ments in the campaign. The platform as 
approved by the convention will be no 
more than a guide. The present controv- 
ersy- must therefore be judged in the 
context of wider political forces.- 

Of all the candidates, Senator Kennedy 
has made the strongést commitment by- 
promising to use the utmost stretch of 
presidential power in breaking down 
racial discrimination. Compared to him, 
Mr. Stevenson is a moderate. So is Sen- 
ator Symington. Mrs, Eleanor Roose- 
velt questions the sincerity of Senator 
Kennedy's commitment and is trying ‘to 
communicate her suspicions to the 
Negro leaders. Senator Johnson does 
not believe in genera! desegregation. He 
does believe however in protecting the 
guaranteed right to vote. It is his con- 
viction that the Negro’s status in“ the 
south will’ quickly improve once colored 


| citizens begin to vote im large numbers. 


Under the leadership of Senator John- 
son and-Speaker Rayburn, the Demo- 
cratic Congress has passed the first civil 
rights legislation in 80 years: Until this 
legislation all the Negro gains had come 


| from court decisions or actions by the 
| executive byanch in Washington or the 
}<Temoval of local rules of discrimination. 


The civil tights bill was a moderate com-

Many mothers write wondering What 
they can do about some of fhe problems that 
come up with their teen-age children.

others. Few teen-agers seem to admire the 
unusual schoolmate who has an excellent 
brain, ar some originality and some 
ability’ tand on his own feet, and to go 
his own way, Even in colleges the investi- 
gators found that most of the students look 
down on the type of young man who wants 
to go his own way and has the courage and 
the brains to do it. 

Three-fourths of our high school students 
seem to believe that the most important thing

people. Actually, they are very nearly right 
on this point. This is why I so distrust the 
modern practice of parents who do not be- 
Heve in helping their children in their efforts 
to learn how to my to living in this 
world. 

Only 14 per cent of the high school 
students interviewed placed academic learn- 
ing first in their list of requirements, and 
a similar trend was found in the views of 
eollege students.
